FOREMAN MILLER RETIRED 


THE DAY IN HISTORY 
PEBSONJL NOTE! 


Memorial Day originated from a custom observed by 


the ladies of the South during the Civil War. 
In early 


spring they visited the graves of those who had died in 
battle, or from illness contracted in the field, and deco- 
rated them with flowers. Thus, by imperceptible degrees, 
they established what had become a general custom at 
the close of the war. At the North, while similar services 
had been inaugurated, no especial unanimity was de- 
veloped until its formal establishment by the Grand 
Army of the Republic in an order issued May 5, 1S6S, 
by its commauder-in-chief, Gen. John A. Logan, who 
named May 30 as the day for its observance in all parts 
of the United States. 
The United States Government 


has never declared it a legal holiday, but both houses, 
when in session, adjourn as a mark of respect to the 
memory of the illustrious dead. 
The first legislative 


action for the observance of May 30 was by the State of 
New Jersey, and the first State to declare the day a legal 
holiday was New York.

years later, during the war, and on ac- 
count of business being very uncer- 
tain, his father disposed of his prop- 
erty, when Mr. Miller made up his 
mind to go out and paddle his own 
canoe.

Miss Margaret N. Ripple of near Wil- 
liamsport, Md., and set sail for Bed- 
ford County, landing in B. R. Ash- 
com's mill; two years later took 
charge of the Tunnel mill on Brush 
Creek and one year after had pos- 
session of the Hartley mill, near 
Lutzville. In 1871 the mill was pur- 
chased by the Kimmel Coal and Iron 
Company, which company soon dis- 
covered that the property was not 
what they wanted and allowed the 
mill to go to ruin. About this time 
Mr. Miller had quite a sum of money 
which he lost by the breaking up of a 
bank. 
This somewhat discouraged 


him with the milling business and 
during the winter of 1872-3 he went 
to work for Drollinger and Wertz 
who had the contract of grading for 
sidings at Mt. Dallas. 


August 2, 1875, he entered the 


service of the Pennsylvania Railroad 
Company under Foreman Richard 
Corboy, who had charge of sub-divi- 
sion No. 2. 
He was promoted to 


foreman June 1, 1879, and had 
charge of sub-division No. 10 at State 
Line for a short time, and also of the 
Dunning's Creek Branch. In October 
of that same year he was made* fore- 
man of sub-division No. 1 (Mt. Dal- 
las)", which position he has held for 
30 years. 


Mr. Miller has been one of the 


most efficient trackmen on the Bed- 
ford Division and will be missed by 
many long-time friends. 
He was 


blessed with a good wife. And I will 
say for myself, and others who know, 
that she can bake the finest pumpkin 
pies that ever entered the Bedford 
lounty Fair. 
She also draws the 


bow across the violin to the tune of 
some of the old time southern songs. 
Mr. Miller says he cherishes the fond 
memories of his long associations, 
and certainly has nothing but pleas- 
ant recollections of his superior and 
brother trackmen.

Mulching Potatoes 


In the growing of potatoes on a 


small scale, in the garden or in the 
"early patch" for summer use, fairly 
satisfactory results can be obtained 
by mulching. The method, however, 
is practicable only when the mulch- 
ing material is cheap. 
Old hay or 


straw can be used, and should be 
spread about four inches deep just 
before the plants appear, and after 
the ground has been harrowed once 
or twice after planting. To grow in 
this manner rather large seed pieces 
should be planted two or three inches 
deep, while the hills can be placed 
either 18x38 or 12x24 inches. 
This 


is the advice given by the Division of 
Zoology at Harrisburg.

Iii our List lesson we had a good ad- 


dress from Juuies at the council of 
Jerusalem, a wise and practical talk 
en an important subject Now we are 
to hare two lessons from his epistle. 
There are no contradictions in the 
Scriptures, for the one Holy Spirit 
wrote the whole book, and He cannot 
Contradict Himself. If the writers (the 
human agencies) seern not quite to 
agree, it is because they are talking of 
different aspects of the same topic. 
Paul and Peter and James and John 
are in perfect accord on salvation by 
faith alone, then good works or a con- 
sistent life as the evidence of faith be- 
fore men and then the glory and the 
reward according to our works. In 
James, outside the lesson for today, see 
the new birth by the word of God, as 
plainly as Peter or John put It, In 
chapter i, 18. See the kingdom and 
the coming of Christ in chapters II, 5; 
v, 7, 8. But the burden of James' letter 
is the second aspect of salvation, the 
bearing and the doing to the glory of 
GrOd because we are saved. 


•The first verse in our lesson asks 


what benefit can there be in a faith 
that is a mere "say so" or word of 
mouth. 
See how strong John la on 


that point: 
"He that saith I know 


Him and keepeth not His command- 
ments la a liar." "If a man say I lore 
God and hateth his brother he Is a 
liar" (I John ii, 4; iv, 20). The same 
teaching 4s in laa. xxlr, 15; Ezek. 
xixIII, 31, and from our Lord Himself 
in. Matt xv, 8. 
Behold the Divine 


•anlty of Scripture. No amount of,mere 
"Say so's" can save any one. 
It Is 


"jyith the heart that man belleveth 
lUOto righteousness" 
(Rom. r, 
10). 


iiere talk will never feed nor clothe 
any one; therefore John says, "Let us 
not love in word nor in tongue, but ir 
deed and in truth." A living faith must 
-show Itself In works, and, if there are 
no works as the evidence before men 
of the faith we profess to have, then it 
is, as James says, a dead faith, simply 
a painted light from which no light 
proceeds. It is to be feared that many 
who say they believe, believe, as the 
demons do, that there is a God and a 
Saviour, Jesus Christ—a mere knowl- 
edge of the facts which knowledge 
saves no one It Is the honest reception 
of Christ that saves, for truly to be- 
lieve is to receive him (John i, 12). 


Paul never stated more fully nor 


more simply salvation by faith alone 
than James does in verse 23, where he 
affirms that God imputed righteousness 
to Abraham because he believed. This 
statement is first found in Gen. xv, 6, 
and is repeated three times in the New 
Testament—Rom. Iv, 3; Gal. iii, 6, and 
here—the Holy Spirit by this fourfold 
repetition emphasizing it most strong- 
ly. The phrase used of Abraham only, 
"friend of God," is found in two other 
places—II Chron. xx, 7; Isa. ill, 8— 
but eee for our own,benefit in this con- 
nection John iv, 14, 15. A full and

one who truly receives the Lord 


Jesus Christ,'and God needs no works 
as -the evidence of this faith, for He 
tools on the heart, but the works are 
necessary as an evidence before men, 
.atljl James nowhere puts this more 
strongly than does Paul in Tit iii, 8, a 
faithful saying which it seems almost 
Impossible to get Christians to repeat, 
for my experience has been that if 1 
aflfc -In a public gathering to have all 
repeat a verse beginning 'This is a 
faithful saying" they always respond 
with I Tim. i, 15, and rarely does any 
one touch the one in Titus on good 
works.

ASPHALT IN ROCK ROADS. 


An Improvement Suggested For the 


Use of Motor Cars. 


States that are considering good 


roads are likely to be interested in the 
suggestions recently made In Wash- 
ington by Amzi L. Barber, who has 
spent his life in the asphalt business. 
If it is at all feasible It would apply 
chiefly in thickly settled districts, and 
especially in the vicinity of cities, 
where motor cars, as in Jackson coun- 
ty, Mo., are beginning to wear out the 
highways. 


Macadam has not stood up under the 


tremendous grinding of the heavy, 
high speed cars, and the Massachu- 
setts highway commission and the 
federal government are conducting ex- 
periments to find a substitute. 


Mr. Barber's suggestion, made at the 


annual^meeting of the Independent As- 
phalt association in "Washington, is 
that the problem could be solved by 
laying a strip of asphalt in the middle 
of a macadam road. Taking the aver- 
age cost of making a sixteen foot mac- 
adam roadway at $10,000 a mile, Mr. 
Barber estimated the total cost of a 
sixteen foot road with a six foot strip 
of asphalt In the middle at about $13,- 
000 a mile, an Increase of 30 per cent. 


"Horses can be driven on the mac- 


adam, as now, if desired." Mr. Barber 
said. "Motor cars when the road is 
clear will have an ideal surface in the 
middle, equal to a billiard table, with 
no ruts or lumps to look out for. When 
the cars meet they may slow down 
and turn out so as to run upon the 
macadam only on one side and for a 
few feet, and when rain first falls on 
the asphalt, making It slippery, they 
can run with one side on the pavement 
and one side on the macadam to avoid 
skidding. When on the strip of pave- 
ment in the middle they will cause 
neither dust nor wear. 


"Finally, and if no other advantage 


were to be gained, farmers can haul on 
the asphalt more than double the load 
that they can haul on macadam. This 
consideration alone should decide the 
matter In favor of the asphalt strip." 


Mr. Barber expressed the opinion 


that the federal government ought to 
appropriate 
$20,000,000 a year for 


roads, to be apportioned to states pro- 
viding three times the amount re- 
ceived.

THE HORSES FOOT. 


Animal's W«ake«t Part Too Often Neg- 


lected, Says * Veterinarian. 
By G. H. GLOVER/J3. V. M. 


In considering the diseases to which 


horseflesh is heir there are two things 
that should always be considered as of 
special Importance—the teeth and the 
feet. The average period of usefulness 
of the horse is curtailed several years 
by the inadequacy of the teeth. 
In 


most horses at the age of fifteen the 
teeth have become rough and uneven, 
and from that time on the horse is a 
hard keeper, and the real cause is not 
known by the owner. In buying horses 
the teeth and the feet should receive 
most ca-eful examination. 


Ordinarily, in speaking of the feet 


of the horse, we mean the part in- 
closed by the hoof wall. Looking at it 
from a standpoint of comparative 
anatomy, the foot includes all below 
the knee and the hock. The artificial 
conditions under which the horse is 
placed and the unusual demand exact- 
ed of him result in almost every case 
in diseased conditions which render 
him Incapable of doing the work hH 
would otherwise do.. Shoeing, which 
places him under artificial conditions, 
combined with the hard roads, over- 
work and improper feeding, soon pro- 
duces Inflammatory conditions which 
may result in side bones, ringbones, 
coffin joint lameness, cracks In the 
hoof wall, contracted heels, corns and 
a great many more diseases too numer- 
ous to mention. 


In many cases the horse must be 


shod, but there certainly Is far too 
much shoeing done. It is surprising 
how much work the horse can do un- 
der most conditions without shoes if

he be brought gradually to the work 
and a little care and judgment be 
exercised In this matter during the 
first three or four years of the colt's 
life. There are three things especial- 
ly to be rememberd if you wish to 
give this subject a little extra thought 
—first, as long as you use horses that 
have weak or defective feet for breed- 
ing purposes just so long will you have 
horses with a predisposition to these 
things, and you will lose money on 
them accordingly; second, do less shoe- 
Ing. 
A horse with fairly good feet 


Will not need to be shod unless he be 
worked on the pavement, race track 
or in mountainous districts; third, do 
not allow any horseshoer to use the 
buttress on the soles of the feet nor 
the rasp on the outside. Do not leave 
the shoes on longer than four weeks 
•without resetting. 


In substance, remember that the 


foot is the weakest part of the horse; 
that the service of the horse is worth 
money to you. Take good care of the 
horse's feet! 


Save the Good Breeders, 


Breed the BOWS just as long as breed-
